We Nov. 2.—George 
E. Roberts, the Director of the 
Mint, in his annual report says 

that the coinage mints at Philadelphia, 

New Orleans and San Francisco were 

in operation throughout the fiscal! 
year. In number of pieces, the coinage 
of the year has never been exceeded, 
aggregating 191,419,506, but in value it 
has fallen from $136,340,781 in 1901, to 
$94,526,677, this being due to the greater 
demand for the small denominations. 

Gold coinage dropped from $99,065,715 

to $61,980,572, but the stock of gold bul- 
lion on hand increased from $100,219,- 

493 to $124,083,712. The coinage of sil- 

ver dollars amounted to $19,402,800; sub- 
sidiary silver coins to $10,713,769, and 
minor coins to $2,429,736. 

The original gold deposits of the year 
amounted to $132,580,839. Gold bars 
taken for export amounted to $36,332,- 
678, and for domestic consumption to 
$14,452,578. The gross expenditures on 
account of the mint service, including 


metals, was $1,910,503. The earnings 
from all charges and incidental gains,

amounted to $1,919,370, and the total 
selgniorage accruing on the asilver, 
nicke) and bronzé coins made in the 
year was $11,013,856, which was turned 
into the general fund of the treasury. 

The capacity of the mint at San 
Francisce is being increased by ae 
a 
equipment that have proven success- 
ful in Philadeiphia. 

The director says that the increased 
capacity of the mints at Philadelphia 
and San Francisco, and the prospective 
opening of the new mint at Denver 
will give the country a much greater 
coinage capacity than it has heretofore 
had, while on the other hand, the 
pressure on the mints is almost ready 
to relax, instead of increase. The 
coinage of 1,500,000 silver dollars per 
month now required by law, will come 
to an end soon by the exhaustion of the 
stock of bullion. This requirement 
now calls for the entire capacity of the 
New Orleans mint. When the dollar 
coinage ceases, that mint will be idle 
unless work is diminished at Phila- 


delphia and San Francisco to give it 
employment. 

When the Denver mint is opened the 
bullion output of Colorado and possibly 


of other mining districts of the West, 
now going to Philadelphia, will be cut 
off from the latter institution, and the

report says it is not advisable to re- 
duce still further its operations in or- 
der to supply work for New Orleans. 
It accordingly is recommended that 
coinage operations be discontinued at 
the latter institution at the close of the 
current fiscal year, and that it be con- 
ducted hereafter as an assay office. 
If coinage operations are now discon- 
tinued at New Orleans so much of the 
machinery there as is in good condition 
and of approved design can be trans- 
ferred to the new Denver mint and the

Attention is called to the fact that 
the gold coinage of the country is now 
entering almost entirely into storage, 
and that the coinage of the entire an- 
nual deposits is unnecessary. 
treasury holds about $500,000,000 of 
coined gold, which, the report says, is 
doubtless more than will be called for 
in a generation to come. Practically all 
of the current coinage is being depos- 
ited in the treasury for certificates. 
When gold is required for export it is 
wanted in bars, while for domestic cir- 
culation the public prefers the treasury 
certificates, which, with some modifi- 
cations of the statutes, t as well 
be issued against bars. 

Under the limitation pléced on the 
stock of subsidiary silver coin by the 
act of March 14, 1900, no more of these 
demands can be issued, while the de- 
mand is regular and must continue 
with the growth of population and 
business. The director sees no occa- 
sion for a limit on the stock of sub- 
sidiary coin, jnasraGch as its issue and 
retirement is wholly automatic, in re- 
sponse to the needs of the business 
community. 


ALLISON ON TARIFF. 
OPPOSES COMMISSION PLAN. 
‘BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—( Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Senator Allison, who has 
been a member of the Finance Com- 
mittee for more than a. score of years, 
and who participated actively tn the 
making of all tariff acts placed on the 
statute books since 1880, does not view 
the proposition to create a commission 
for the revision of the tariff with fa- 
vor. On this point Senator Allison said: 

“There are certain difficulties in the 
way of the accomplishment of results 
by a commission that should not be 
overlooked. In the first place, it is as- 
sumed that such a commission must 
be bi-partisan or non-partisan. Noth- 
ing could be further from what is to 
be desired. The Republican party is in 
control of both branches of Congress. 
We must accept the responsibility be- 
fore the people, and any. commission 
appointed to revise the tariff should 
refiect the political complexion of Con- 
gress accurately, or its conclusions will 
not be accepted with any confidence 
whatever. 

“There is another thing to be con- 
sidéred, which is that the tariff must 
be considered from a practical stand- 
point, and never as a question of mere 
theory. It would be entirely scientific, 
for instance, to say that we are de- 


nuding our forests too fast, and hence] 


that we ought to have free lumber. 
That Would be a good theory, per- 
haps, but it would be disastrous in 
practice.”

KILLING OF FITZGERALD. 
DIPLOMATIC IMMUNITIES WAIVED 
IBY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—It is in- 
ferred here that the recent killing of 
Fitzgerald in Guatemala City by God- 
frey Hunter, Jr., is to be investigated 
by the local authorities. A cablegram 
has been received at the State De- 
partment from United States Minister 
Hunter, father of the young man who 
shot Fitzgerald, asking permission for 
the appeerance of Bailey, the secretary 
of the United States legation, before the 
local courts, to testify as to the kill- 

ing. 

The department has replied. waiving 
all diplomatic immunities that wauld 
interfere with the course of justice. 
The effect of this direction, it is ex- 
pected, will be to put the local authort- 
tiles in a position to fix the responsi- 
bility for the shooting, and to punish 
any person found to be guilty. 


CABLE CONSTRUCTION. 

DUPLICATES IN PHILIPPINES.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—Brig.-Gen. 
Greely, chief signal officer of the 
army, was informed by cable from 
the Philippines today of the completion 
of the cable connecting the island of 
Rormbiom with Masbate and Marinduque 
Islands. This establishes duplicate 
cable communication with all the large 
islands of the archipelago, except Min- 
danao. 

News also has reached Gen. Greely 
from Alaska that the signal force there 
has begun its winter work along. the 
Tanana River, and the 200 miles from 
Rampart City to Tanana Junction prob- 
ably will be covered by spring.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—In conse- 
quence of the voluntary action of the 
chiefs of Tutuila in ceding to the United 
States the sovereign rights of that and 
other islands, the President has sent 
them a message of greeting, and in ad- 
dition has presented to each chief who 
signed the instrument a silver watch 
and chain and a silver medal.

BERLIN, Nov. 26.—{By Atlantic Ca- 
bie.] A private letter written by Am- 
bassador White to Henry Seligman of 
Frankfort-on-the-Main regarding the 
treatment of Hebrews in Roumania, 
appears.in the Frankfurter Zeitung 
today.

It appears 
to be open defiance of law, justice and 
common decency.”

PITTSBURGH (Pa.) Nev. 26.—The 
application of the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company for an injunction to 
restrain the Pennsylvania Railroad 
from compelling the plaintiff company 
to remove its poles and wires from the 
right of way of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road Company by reason of the alleged 
expiration the contract between the 
companies, came up for argument in 
the United Btates Circuit Court before 
Judge Buffington today, 

An additional bill, accompanied by a 
petition, was filed today.

The plaintif? company denies the

It is claimed that there 
is ample room for the lines of both 
companies on the right of way of the 
defendant company, and that the ob- 
ject of the defendant company is to 
destroy the business of the plaintiff 
company for the benefit of the Postal 
Telegraph and Cable Company, which, 
it is alleged, is contrary to the laws 
of the United States and Pennsytvania. 

In addition to the bill there was filed 
a bond for $100,000, which the court 
was asked to approve, to indenify the 
railroad company pending proceedings 
to determine the compensation to be 
paid to the railroad company in return 
for privileges the telegraph company 
asks as its right under the law. This 
is in addition to the injunction prayed

VICTIMS OF SUPERSTITION. 
DIRECT WIRE TO THE T'MEB.) 

TACOMA (Wash.) Nov. 26.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Federal officers have 
arrested at Hoonah the four In- 
dians who are responsible for the re- 
cent Killing there of two Indians ac- 
cused of being witches. Details of the

THROUGH SEA OF ASHES. 


SANTA MARIA LOOKS LIKE HUGE 
BOILING CAULDRON.

Area of Devastation Has Extended to 
the Eastern Side of the Volcano and 
the City of Quezaltenango is Reported 
in Ruins. 


IBY TIC ASSOCIATED PREsS-A.M.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 26.—The vol- 
cano Santa Maria was in violent op- 
eration when the Pacific Mail steamer 
City of Panama left Champerico for 
this port nine days ago. 

The City of Panama arrived today 
from Panama and way ports, bringing 
late news from the devastated region. 
While the steamer lay at Champerico 
the’ mountain far away was spouting 
ashes, smoke and pumice stone, the 
flakes falling in showers all over the 
country. 

The city of Quezalterango, it is re- 
ported, has been visited by ruin, Que- 
galtenango is located at the base of 
Fanta Maria, on.the eastern slope, and 
no fears have heretofore been enter- 
tained for the town’s safety. All the 
damage reported has on the 
nestern side, stretcoing from the inoun- 
taina to the sea shore, nearly forty 
miles away. That the damage has cz- 
tended acros® the mountain is evidence 
of the terrific activity of the volcano, 
Refugees_are making their way to the 
seaside, traveling cither to Ocas or 
Champerico, apd from these ports pro- 
ceeding south by steamer. 

From the officers of the City of 
Panama it was learned that some of 
the planters are of the .opinion that 
the ashes may be beneficial to the 
soil. and, that the damage to the fincas 
may he only temporary. Volcanic mat- 
ter, it is argued, is often a good fer- 
tilizer, and the rain of ashes may be 
a blessing in disguise. Absolute ruin 
stares many of them in the face, and 
the livelihood of thousands of natives 
for many months to come has been shut 
off by the destructive work of the vol- 
cano. 

The work of rehabilitating the fincas 
will probably be that of other hands 
than the present owners, for so great 
has been the damagé® that the majority 
of planters may never recover from 
their losses. 

M. of New York. a passenger 
on the city of Panama, having come 
through from New York, gives a vivid 
description of the appearance of land 


and sea in the neighbornood of the 
spouting mountain. 
“As far as the eve can reach from 


Champerico,” said he, “there is nothing 
to be seen but ashes and pumice stone. 
We sailed for miles through a sea of 
ashes. From the @en to Santa Muria 


snowstorm, and the mountain itself 
looked Hke a huge boiling cerliron. At 
short intervals the voicano vomited 
smoke and ashes. At times the dir- 
charge be carried up short dige 
tanee into the air, when it would spread 
out like an uinbrella and fall to the 
earth, covering trees. houses and hills 
with a white shroud, 

“At other times the discharge would 
seem to leap high into the air as if pro- 
pelled by some gigantic force. Hach 
explosion was accompanicl by a shock 
that could be felt all the wav to Cham- 
perico. Earthquakes were frequent, and 
the people felt that their country rested 
Yon a very uneertain foundation. The 
people in Chemperico seem unable to 
form any estimate of the number of 
lives lost, but they all agree that the 
work of devastation as far o« th> coffee 
plantations are concerned, i« complete, 
Without being familiar with the coun- 
trv. I should Say that this statement 
was not at all exaggerated.”

The convicts are not 
taken out to obtain-a breath of fresh 
alr for weeks together. All sorts of 
terrible Infectious diseases have made 
their appearance. Sick convicts are 
not renioved, but are left to suffer in 
the,crowded prison. The result is that 
other wretched exiles are contami- 
nated. Even the corpses of convicts 
whe succumb are not taken away, but 
are left to rot among the living.

ET THE TRUTH PREVAIL. . 


An unexpected hitch has occurred 
in the negotiations looking to a set- 
tlement of the anthracite strike con- 
treversy outside of the strike conimis- 
sion. The independent operators have 
presented a strong protest against 
the settlement of the case by com- 
promise; at least until the. principal 
facta shall have been brought out by 
competent testimony before the com- 
mission. The chief grounds of the 
protest are (1) that the proposed com- 
promise would be a confession on the 
mart of the operators that they are 
guilty of the offenses charged against 
them by the strikers; (2) that the op- 
erators have a compléte defense, which 
should be fully presented; and (3) 
that the findings of the commission 
after hearing the evidence, will prob- 
ably be such as to put a ban upon 
‘awlessness, while the patching up of 
a temporary peace would in effect be 
a surrender to the strikers. 

The protest of the independent op- 
erators is in effect a plea for a fair, 
impartial and complete hearing be- 
fore the strike commission appointed 
by the President for the express” 
purpose of conducting such a hearing. 
The protestants insist that all the 
facts of the oase should be presented, 
to the end that the foundation may be 
laid for a just, intelligent and com- 
prehensive determination of the ques- | 
tions at issue. This position is cer- 
tainly not unreasonable. In some re- 
spects it would be gratifying to 
have the controversy settled “out of 
court.” “But if such settlement were 
a mere makeshift, serving only as a 
temporary bridee over existing dim- 
culties, it would be an evil rather 
than a benefit, since it would render 
nugatory the work of the commission. 
which has entered upon a compre- 
hensive review of the whole situation.

It must be confessed that these 
protestants have made out a strong 
case, which is further strengthened by 
their announced determination to dis- 
prove the charges of injustice and op- 
pression which have been so freely 
made against employers in the anthra- 
cite region. It is clear enough that the 
opportunity to prove or disprove these 
allegations should be afforded. 
Therefore, it is probably best that 
the hearing before the strike commis- 
sion shall go on to a finish. 

So many charges and counter- 
charges have been made in connec- 
tion with the coal strike and the in- 
dustrial conditions existing in the an- 
thracite flelds, that a full and accu- 
rate exposé of the facts is much 
needed, to clear the atmosphere and 
to set public sentiment right. Pub- 
lic sentiment is, in the last analysis, 
the most potent determining. factor in 
the settlement of such controversies. 
By all means, then, let us have the 
truth, the whole truth, and nothing 
but the truth, in order that the right 
and wrong of the case may be made 
clear, and that justice may be done.

He owns a few acres of land that ts cut out of the 
Biltmore estate as 1 tailor would out a small 
rectangle from a bolt of cloth The o!d negro, 
taking his cue from his millionaire neighbor, calls 
hie miniature plantation his “estate.” He thinks 
the tumbie-down cabin and the bit of a garden 
patch surrounding {tt are no less worthy of that 
@ignity than ts Vanderbilt's ‘tittle principality. 

When the New York millionaire invaded the 
Asheville district a decade ago the old negro's 
sperse acres were inciuded {:. the big tract of land 
tat Was to be the site of siltmore. But Collins ap- 
pea.ed to be indifferent .oout seliing his “estate.”” 
He @Girted with the Vanderbilt millions for some 
tim expecting at last to get . fabulous price for 


-the few acre tract that wedged itself into the 


t0,0g aphy of Biltmore. Vanderbilt's agent made 
severai offers for the Collins property, but the 
negro sept putting his price up and up to suit the 
eccasion, until at last all negotiations were cut off 
by order of the millionaire meelt. 

‘But now Coilins is anxious to sell his “ertate.” 
His change of heart is by 14° means because he 
objects to having Mr. Vanderbilt for his closcst 
neighbor. On the contrary be regards the million- 
aire as a most estimable person and says he never 
thinks of locking up hie poultry house at night be- 
cause of the presence of Mr. Vanderbilt and his 
friends He stout!y maint iins that there has never 
been the slichtest friction octween himeeif and his 
rich neighbor since the time ten years ago when he 
found himeelf rubbing elbows with the Gothamite. 

tHe says that even the breaking off of neg tia- 
tions for the purchase of his “estate” in no way 
strained the relations existing between himeecif and 
Mer. Vanderbilt. Although ae has never become at 
all intimate with the rich New Yorker, he says thit 
f{ must not be assumed that it is due to any exces- 
sive pride of ancestry on iis OWn part, but rather 


because of a lack of time and Inclination to estnb- 
th new friendship at his time of life, particulariy 
when hrs netghbor happens to be a latter-day “car- 
pet-bacger.”’ 

The real reason Collins has changed his mind 
end determined to dispose of the segment of land 
thet .tmnudently projects itself toward the front 
door of Biltmore ts because of the disfranchis «ment 


. of the negroes tn North Carolina. He has his own 


opinion about such matters, but thinks that State 
a rather unhealthy climate in which to promulgate 
them. Le pays an annual tax of $30 on his “estate” 
and opines that this fact should entitle him to the 
right of franchise. 

Under these discouraging conditions Collins has 
decided to sell out to the highest bidder, although 
he is not so anxious to sever his neighborly rela- 
tions with Mr. Vanderbi!t as to incline him to make 
any considerable property sacrifice. He was a slave 
once and well remembers ante-rebellion days. He 
recalis the fact that Philadelphia was one of the 
chief harbors for runaway s.iaves before the days 
of emancipation. With that historic fact in mind 
he has decided to move to this city and try to 
establish social relations quite as desirable as those 
afforded by Mr. Vanderbilt.

Then add the rest of 
the water—nine quarts—and boil four or five 
hours. If at the end of that time the soap has 
boiled down, add enough cold water, sti 
all the time, to fill up the pot to the origi 
quantity.

IN SAN PEDRO SOON. 


HUNTINGTON GETS AN IMPORTANT 
TROLLEY FRANCHISE. 
Covers Five Miles of Belt Line and 


Cross-cuts and Costs Only Thousand 


and One Dollars—Cars Promised in 
Siz Months. 


SAN PEDRO, Nov. 2%.—The unex- 
pected happened last night when the 
City Trustees were ready to open bids 
for the street railway franchise asked 
for by the Pacific Electric Company. 
It had been rumored that both the 
Traction and Southern Pacific com- 
banies would bid for the privilege, but 
there was only one proposal, that of 
the Pacific Electric, for $1001. The 
franchise was awarded to the Hunt- 
ington system. 

This franchise is the most important 
of its kind yet granted by this city. 
The right of way extends over five 
miles of graded roadway, forming a 
belt line around the city, and cross- 
cutting the town in several places. 
Beginning at the intersection of Pa- 
cifle avenue, at its intersection with 


the southerly boundary line of San 
Pedro, the tracks will run to the 
northerly boundary line of the 
city, where it will be joined 


with the tracks running along Beacon 
street from Fourth street. The line will 
cover parts of Front, Sixth, Fourth, 
Twenty-first and Twenty-second 
streets and Crescent avenue. The sys- 
tem as outlined will afford excellent 
service as a passenger and freight-car- 
rying road. 

Attorney “Billy” Dunn and George 
E. Pilisbury were here in the interest 
of the Pacific Electric Company. After 
the meeting of the board they departed 
in a launch for Long Beach, whence 
they went to Los-Angeles. Mr. Dunn 
Said that the Huntington people will 
begin work on the road within a few 
weeks, and he believes cars will be in 
Operation in less than six months. 

“Nothing definite has been decided 
as to the route we will take from Los 
Angeies,” said Mr. Dunn. “I cannot 
Say for certain whether the Long 
Beach line will be extended or not. We 
have practically all the materia! 

» Such as rails, ties, etc., and 
the people of San Pedro may rest as- 
sured that Mr. Huntington will put up 
a first-class road,” 

Whiie citizens are pleased at the 
idea of having a new company in here, 
they regard the price paid for the 
franchise ridiculousiy low, many ex- 
pressing regret that the Traction and 
Southern Pacific did not bid.

One well-known brick tan said yes- | 


terday: “The market is very firm and 
there is an upward tendency in prices, 
but nothing has been done among the 
makers toward raising the price. We 
get $6.59 a thousand and are selling 
all we can make. To get the price too 
high would let in competition, as w 
@s put a check on building activity. A 
raise at this time might be justified, 
but I hardly think it wise. Some of 
the brick men are just wondering if 
an advance would stand. Nothing has 
ee gone toward any concerted ac- 
tion. 

“In case of an advance, which is not. 
certain, in all probability it would not 
exceed 50 cents per thousand. 

“Ot course, we cannot tell what may 
happen within the next few weeks, 
but, even if brick should go up to $7, 
it wouki heardiy affect the smali 
butider. Why, take a structure like 
the Angelus Hotel, which approxi- 
mateiy required million and three- 
quarters of brick, a raise of 30 cents 
means a difference of only $875. The 
prepesed vew building at Fourth and 
Spring street# will take, say, a million 
and «a half w.tk—a difference of $750. 

“Well, you > see that such an in- 
crease woull MPive no effect on pres- 
ent building conditions.” 

POSTTIVELY NO ADVANCE. 

Another firm, boasting of a brick- 
making ancestry of four generations, 
was interviewed. Its members were 
positive that brick would not advance; 
that ihe prafit in brick at $6.50 a 
thousand was ample; that they would 
pever stend for an advance, lest com- 
petition come in and spwil the field for 
«veryeody, and that they would con- 
tract fer May deliveries at $6.50. 

“Ne, sir. there wont be any advance 
the first of the year, nor seoner,” said 
ene of the selons of obrick-baking 
ancesiry: “put that down. Why,” said 
he, “we can sell brick in Los Angeles 
cheaper than in any other of the large 
citics of the United Siates—and do do 
so, although labor is high here and the 
demand is great. Any advance in price 
will simply let in big competition— 
that’s all there is about it. Why, 
there is an abundance of brick clay in 
every direction about this city, and if 
profits beceme too great competition 
will cut the market all pieces. 
There you have it!”

Angeles during the past year is esti- 
mated at between fifty and sixty 
miilion.
